3. Tosee if the Town will authorize the Selectmen 
and Treasurer to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


4. To see if the Town will vote to accept Town 
Road Aid for construction for Class 5 roads, and raise 
and appropriate for said purpose the sum of $528.59. 
(State will add $3523.95.) 


5. To see if the Town desires to have compiled and 
published a history of the Town of Mont Vernon from 
1903 to 1953 inclusive as a supplement to the previous 
history published in 1907 and to authorize the appdoint- 
ment of a committee of seven persons to implement 
this project, said committee to be appointed by the 
Board of Selectmen and the School Board acting joint- 
ly and to make recommendations for the completion 
and publishing of the history; and will the town raise 
and appropriate the sum of three hundred dollars for

7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $100.00 for the purpose of lighting the 
Town Hall clock. $75.00 of the requested sum will be 
used for the installation of necessary lights and opera- 
tional switches, and $25.00 will be for the anticipated 
use of electricity. (By petition.) 


8. To see if the Town will vote to hold the annual 
town meeting as a night meeting in place of the day 
time meeting now in order, and that such laws covering 
this time of the annual Town Meeting be changed to 
meet with the results of this action. (By petition.) 


9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $645.00 for the purpose of obtain- 
ing a resuscitator for the use of the Town. (By petition.) 


10. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting.

We are grateful to Paul H. Hutchinson for a valuable 
gift of an old blue Staffordshire plate, produced by

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Nahant Hotel, which he has given to the Library in 
memory of his mother and grandmother, members of 
the Hutchinson family of singers. 

In view of the increase in the cost of books, the 
cost of heating, and everything connected with main-

REPORT OF TOWN HISTORIAN 


In recent years, and particularly during the Sesqui- 
centennial Observance last summer, there has been 
evident an ever growing desire to have compiled and 
edited a new town history to supplement the original 
town history produced in 1903, thus bringing the town 
records, in historical form, up to date. 

Because of the interest in such a project, a start has 
been made in collecting necessary material. Forms 
for the reporting of genealogical information have been 
sent to persons who have lived in Mont Vernon within 
the period 1903-1953. The returns of these question- 
naires has been most gratifying. In the collecting and 
evaluating of other historical data, Mrs. Fred Wilson, 
who lived here prior to 1899 and who has never lost 
interest in Mont Vernon, and Miss Mary E. Smith, who 
collaborated with her father, Hon. Charles J. Smith, 
in editing the original History of Mont Vernon, have 
been most helpful and cooperative.

The State of New Hampshire 


To the Inhabitants of the School district in the Town 
of Mont Vernon, qualified to vote in district affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in 
said district on the 9th day of March 1954, at 2:30 
oclock in the afternoon, to act upon the following 
subjects: 


1. To choose by ballot a Moderator for the coming 
year, a Clerk for the ensuing year, a member of the 
School Board for three years, a Treasurer for the en- 
suing year. 


2. To determine and appoint the salaries of the 
School Board and Truant Officer, and fix the compen- 
sation of any other officers or agent of the district.

5. (By petition) To see what sum of money the dis- 
trict will raise and appropriate for the support of schools 
under “the plan of employing a third teacher in the Vil- 
lage School starting with the School Year in September, 
1954”, for the salaries of school district officials and 
agents, and for the payment of statutory obligations of 
the district, and to authorize the application against said 
appropriation of such sums as are estimated to be re- 
ceived from the state foundation aid fund together with 
other income; the school board to certify to the select- 
men the balance between the estimated revenue and the 
appropriation, which balance is to be raised by taxes by 
the town (See Budget B — Art. 1-19, 25 and 26.) 
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6. To see what sum of money the district will 
raise and appropriate for the support of schools, for 
the salaries of school district officials and agents, and 
for the payment of statutory obligations of the district, 
and to authorize the application against said appropria- 
tion of such sums as are estimated to be received from 
the state foundation aid fund together with other in- 
come; the school board to certify to the selectmen the 
balance between the estimated revenue and the ap- 
propriation, which balance is to be raised by taxes by 
the town (See Budget A — Article 1-19, 25 and 26 of 
budget). 


7. To see if the district will vote to set aside a 
sum not to exceed $1,000 in the Capital Reserve for 
the purpose of making alterations and purchase of 
equipment for the future third classroom. 


8. To see how much money the district will raise 
and appropriate for insurance on school property (See 
No. 20 of Budget). 


9. To see how much money the district will raise 
and appropriate for special repairs and alterations of 
school buildings and grounds, for new equipment, new 
construction, and furnishings and replacements . (See 
Nos. 22 and 23 of Budget A or Budget B.) 


10. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting.

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ADMINISTRATION 


I herewith present my fifteenth report under three 
headings. Statistics elsewhere comprise our report. 


A. Instruction 

Almost at the last moment, Mrs. O'Neil found it 
necessary to leave the position she had held so long 
and faithfully. She was released with regret and, after 
some search, Mrs. Margaret Clark made application for 
the position and was elected. Mrs. Scully continues in 
the Primary Room. 

The recent Testing Program and Workshop met 
with spendid response from your teachers. I am very 
proud to commend them and to bespeak the results as 
an aid and guide to improve teaching. 


B. Finance 

Per pupil costs of last year’s work are not available 
yet but predictions are that they will show an increase 
due to added expenses. Reference to last year's reports 
will give you an idea what this may mean. 

The new formula for state aid resulted in an in- 
creased share for Mont Vernon but the total amount 
is still too small to be an important factor in budget 
requirements. 

The expected enrollment of pupils for grades 1-6 
for the next few years is: 


1955 - 66 1958 - 85 
1956 - 74 1959 - 88 
1957 - 81 1960 - 91 


My recommendation is to prepare for the increase 
by setting aside a sum each year to buy extra equip- 
ment and rehabilitate the third classroom for an ex- 
panded enrollment. This is the reason for an article 
under the Capital Reserve Act. In all probability, you 
will wish to begin operations on this basis in 1956. 


C. Needs 
I mention what I have before — the floors are still 
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unfinished and the extension of Art to your curriculum. 

What kind of schooling do we want for our children? 
Of course, I want my boy to learn the 3 R’s — they are 
the tools for making a living for himself and family. 
I want my girl to know music, art, literature as well 
as the 3 R’s, Cooking and Sewing, too. I want them 
to learn to think and make decisions, to work and play 
with others, to do his share in government. These are 
the 3 R’s plus 3 more. Altogether they are the 6 R’s — 
Reading, Riting, Rithmetic, Rights, Responsibilities, 
(Human) Relations. These 6 R’s make for good citizen- 
ship. That kind of schooling must have good teachers 
and, of course, we must pay the price. 

My gratitude for a good years work goes to the 
Teachers, the Board and other close associates. I am 
very appreciative of the continued interest of a large 
segment of your citizens in the work and problems of 
the schools.

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THE HELPING TEACHER SPEAKS! 


The work of the “Helping Teacher” is exactly what 
the name implies. The basic task of such a person is 
to help children, and this is done mainly by helping 
the children’s teachers. During the first three months 
that this position has existed, the program of the Help- 
ing Teacher has evolved. It has been based upon the 
needs of the teachers as determined by a total of 289 
classroom visits and many conferences with teachers, 
parents, and others concerned with the education of 
children. This program may be stated briefly as follows: 


Scheduling, Curriculum Planning 
and Coordination 

Beginning teachers, especially, seem to find it dif- 
ficult to determine how to fit the day's program into 
the time allowed. There is often the problem of how 
much time should be given each subject or activity or 
for each group within the class. Help is sometimes 
needed in planning the curriculum and having it co- 
ordinated from grade to grade and at each grade level. 


Teaching Techniques 

Teachers coming back into the profession after hav- 
ing been out of it for several years have asked most 
often for help in teaching methods. Even experienced 
teachers are always searching for better methods and 
professional improvement. Those desiring it have had 
opportunities to observe demonstration lessons and out- 
standing work done by other teachers. 


Testing Programs 

Testing programs are an important phase of ed- 
ucation as an aid to understanding each child’s progress, 
needs, and abilities. Help is available to the teacher 
in giving, interpreting, and making use of tests. 
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Pupil Guidance 

Pupil guidance is as necessary to the pupil in the 
elementary school as it is during any other stage of 
his educational development. His individual needs are 
considered and opportunities are given him to progress 
at his own rate through grouping within the class, and 
by enabling him to have socially and emotionally satis- 
fying experiences. Whenever a pupil is found to have 
some particular problem which prevents his adjust- 
ment to the school situation an attempt is made to de- 
termine the causes and eliminate the problem. To do 
this, it is often necessary to have conferences with the 
teacher, parents, school nurse, and other sources of 


help, and then to plan a special program for this child. 


Resource Person 

Many teaching and professional materials have been 
made available, and also suggestions and arrangements 
made for the use of other resource persons. There have 
been illustrated talks to classes on various subjects 
coming within the social studies field and based upon 
travels to North Africa, Europe, Labrador, Bermuda 
and South America. Typical topics have been “Ancient 
Civilization,’ “Homes in Other Lands,” etc. 


Public Relations 

Everyone concerned with the education of children 
should know the aims of the school and how the school 
is meeting these aims. A closer relationship between 
the home and the school works directly to the advantage 
of the child. 

I should like to express my appreciation to Mr. 
Bowley and the members of the school boards of Union 
No. 40 for the confidence placed in me in the assign- 
ment of this position and the freedom allowed me in 
the development of its program according to the needs 
of the teachers and children in the Union. I wish also 
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to thank the parents, principals, and teachers through- 
out the Union for the splendid cooperation they have 
shown me. Without such cooperation the role of Help- 
ing Teacher would be impossible.
